London, June 19. — Promulgating 
findings of the court of inquiry into 
foundering of the freighter Unawortn. 
Lord Merrlvale yesterday said the 
court fouhd the master of the freigh¬ 
ter did everything he could to save 
the veeael and eras Justified in order¬ 
ing her to be abandoned. 

The Unsworth sailed from Montreal 
for Queenstown last December and 
foundered in a storm 00 the Atlantic 
Ocean, during which her steering gear 
broke. 

Fifteen of the crew of the Uneworth
